Senator Smoot character­ 
ized it as “ moat vicious m easure” 
and declared that 
under its provis­ 
ions the president will he able to 
withhold print paper from any news­ 
paper or magazine he desired. 
He 
also asserted the resolution was pro­ 
duced at the request of publishers 
in an effort to reduce the price of 
paper to rates 
below’ those agreed 
upon by the m anufacturers and the 
government. 
The measure was vigorously de­ 
fended by Senator Owen, who said 
such a step was necessary to break 
the power held by the alleged paper 
monopoly over the press.

ed that the paper makers now can 
dictate to tho press by withholding 
supplies.

thru the streets of Jacksonville on 
a cold winter night constitutes one 
of the most spectacular events in the 
criminal history of this county. One 
of the insane women was captured 
'by city patrolmen near Academy hall 
about 4:30 o ’clock Wednesday morn* 
ing and her companion was turned 
over to the police by the management 
of Maplewood sanatarium after she 
had been found at a nurses’ home 
near the Sanitarium. 
One of the mysterious incidents in 
connection with the crim? is th at of 
the Koppe woman was intoxicated 
and on the witness stand told tho 
jury that she had met a tall siertlei 
man on ♦he streets who lock her 
to a room and gave he'' whisky. She 
was unable or unwilling to tell the 
location of the house or give any 
description of her alleged companion. 
Coroner Began inquiry. 
The jury summoned by Coroner 
Rose included the following: J. VV. 
Taylor, foreman, T. H. Rapp, Ells­ 
worth Wells, Ch A. Shepherd, Henry 
EdeiOiock and Fred Sibert. 
The taking of testimony began at 
1:30 o’clock in the reception room 
at Jacksonville Sta'e hospital, and 
continued until 4 o’clock, ::even wit- 
nec.'tr 'being examined. 
T h af Stella 
Korpe and 
Marian Meinecke had 
planned to escape Tuesday night was 
the testimony at the inquest and 
furthermore it was shown that Miss 
Branstiter had been advised of that 
fact and warned 
to be especially 
watchful. 
The women with a cunning char­ 
acteristic of the insane enticed the 
night watch to their room.

hidden behind the door when she en­ 
tered and leaping out, seized her 
from 'behind while the other clutch­ 
ed her by the throat. 
With super­ 
normal strength these wild women 
wound a piece of linen 18 inches 
long around Miss Branstiter’s throat 
and then tied it tightly with a long 
white stocking. 
In this choking con­ 
dition. unable to make a sound, the 
young woman was thrown upon a 
bed and to make death come more 
quickly was smothered underneath 
pillows. 
Xlure Ward W atches Recommended. 
After hearing the testimony ot 
the women who committed the deed; 
Mrs. Payne, the general night watch; 
Dr. Atherton of the hospital staff; 
Miss Bryant, night telephone oper­ 
ator; Miss Ja n e tte Harris, a nurse 
at Maplewood and Omer Branstiter. 
lather of the murdered woman, the 
jury returned the following verdict: 
“ We, the jurors sworn to inquire in­ 
to the death of Miss (Helen liranstit- 
er, on oath do find that she came 
to her death by strangulation at the 
hands of Stella Koppe and Marian 
Meinecke, 
patients at Jacksonville 
State hospital, Jan. 8, 1918; and the 
jury recommends that the two wo­ 
men be separated and put under 
close observation and the jury furth­ 
er recommends that a night watch 
be placed on each ward at the hos­ 
pital instead of assigning one watch 
to two wards.”

FROM BELGIAN FRONT 


Corpora! Mort id s Has Been in Serv­ 
ice Forty Alouths— In la tte r to Il­ 
linois F riend Declares H e and His 
Comrades H ave N ot laist Courage. 


The fallowing letter received by 
Raymond Pearce of W hite Hall aud 
w ritten by Hone Mortiers from the 
Belgian front, is of more than usual 
interest. 
It follows: 
Belgian Front, 9-12-1917. 
Dear Mr. R. Pearce: 
It is with pleasure that I received 
your letter. 
Knowing that you like 
to receive my letters, I do not hesi­ 
tate to write to you. 
Also I wish 
for your letters from time to time; 
they give rue much pleasure. 
I 
know, and all my brothers of the 


the Teutons tow ard Calais. 
It is at this time 40 m onths that 
I have been at the front. 
I have 
already suffered much, especially at 
the beginning, but never has cour­ 
age been lacking mo to continue to 
the end. 
I know that if one fights 
for a just cause it will never be ne­ 
cessary to subm it to the Prussian 
autocracy. 
Now that you havo Joined w ith us, 
we are sure, since that day, of the 
voctory.

Mrs. Katherine Fratt, widow of 
the late David Fratt, and a resident 
of Billings since 1887, died at the 
Fratt residence, 205 North Twenty- 
ninth street at 3:30 yesterday after­ 
noon. 
She w-as 64 years old. 
Mrs. Fratt had been in failing 
health for more than a year and two 
weeks ago was confined to her bed. 
Sunday morning she lapsed Into a 
state of coma and sank steadily un­ 
til the end. 
She had been seen lit­ 
tle about the streets 
for 
several 
months. 
Mrs. Fratt was reputed to 
be one of the wealthiest women in 
Montana. 
The estate Is believed to 
approximate one million dollars. 
Arrangements for the funeral had 
not been completed last night, but 
probably will be held at 9 o ’clock 
Thursday morning from the Catho­ 
lic church. 
Interment will be made 
in the Catholic cemetery beside the 
body of Mr. Pratt, who died in Bill­ 
ings in March, 1912. 
There are no 
children. 
Born In Illinois 
Mrs. Fratt’s maiden 
name 
was 
Katherine Sheehan. 
She was born 
July 4. 1853, in Lambertsville, 111., 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. B. M. 
Sheehan. 
While still a child she re­ 
moved to Quincy, IU . and there at­ 
tended the public schools and lived 
until the family moved to Bloom­ 
ington, 111. 
It was in Bloomington 
that she met and became engaged 
to David Fratt. 
They were married 
in Bloomington in 1887 anil came 
immediately to 
Montana, 
making 
their home in Billings. 
Mr. Fratt came to Montana first 
in 1863 as a gold prospector. 
He 
prospected in the Last Chance gulch 
near tile then mining settlement of 
Helena 
and 
later 
operated 
ox 
freighting teams 
throughout 
the 
Gallatin valley country. He next be­ 
came interest^! in the cattle busi­ 
ness in the Shields 
river 
district, 
later removing to 
the 
Musselshell 
country where he maintained large 
herds up to the time of his death, 
In the days of the open range, David 
Fratt was one of the largest indi­ 
vidual cattlemen in the northwest. 
Died of H eart Failure 
Mr. Pratt was stricken with heart 
failure at the stock yards east of 
Billings March 19, 1912. 
He was 
rushed to his home, the same resi­ 
dence occupied by Mrs. Fratt at the 
time of her death, and died within 
a few minutes. 
In addition to extensive land and 
livestock holdings in M.insertion and 
Yellowstone counties, 
the 
Fratts 
were at one time owners of the 
Grand hotel. They made their home 
there from about 1890 to 1892, m ov­ 
ing from there into a residence lo­ 
cated on the present site of the Y.

Shrewd Business Woman 
Following Mr. F ratt’s death Mrs. 
Fratt assumed charge of her hus­ 
band’s extensive business affairs and 
under her shrewed guidance the es­ 
tate then estimated at more than 
half a million dollars multiplied in 
value. 
Mrs. Fratt disposed of her 
husband’s livestock holdings and a 
considerable portion of the land and 
holdings outside of Billings and in­ 
vested in other securities, including 
bank stock and 
city 
real 
estate. 
Last year Mrs. Fratt disposed of the 
choice corner facing the Y. M. C. A. 
building, comprising four full lots. 
She also purchased the vacant half 
block on North Thirty-second street 
between Second anc! Third avenues, 
now used as a skating rink, and do­ 
nated its use for the establishment 
of a parochial school. 
Two Direct Heirs 
Mrs. Fratt leaves only two direct 
heirs, B. M. Sheehan, a brother, who 
is connected with the Billings Hard­ 
ware company, and

Morrissy, a niece, daughter of John 
Morrissy

Mrs. John 
Morrissy and Mrs. Frat* were sis­ 
ters. 
Mrs. Morrissy died in Billings 
in July 1917.
